Stam p Periods Lengthened

points, OPA announced th a t house­ 
wives would have to m ake their 
red points lust 
twice 
as 
long — 
stretching over a four week period 
Instead of the present two week 
periods. 
In the past OPA has validated 
30 points every four weeks. Red 
stam ps R8, 88 and T8 become valid 
Sunday for the purchase of butter, 
m argarine, cheese and cheese prod­ 
ucts, evaporated milk, beef steaks 
and roasts—the only item s now re­ 
quiring red points—but not more 
red su m p s will be validated until 
June 3, Vmr weeks hence 
OPA officials indicated they were 
fairly certain the new status would
